In September, when it already was 
apparent that there would be a short- 
age of currency, there were 70 deaths 
from heart disease in St. Louis against 
17 in September, 1906. 

The speed with wnich. confidence was 
restored was shown by the fact that in 
October the number of heart disease 
deaths was only 67, compared with 63 
the previous. year. . 

The figures just completed for No- 
vember show that in that month there 
were only 74 deaths from this cause as 
compared with 88 last year. 

Financiers say that this means confi- 
dence has been restored and that the 
nervous tension attendant on the unset- 
tled condition of the money market has 
been relieved. 

In March and August this year there 
were fewer deaths from heart disease 
than in 1906. Other months showed a 
moderate increase. 


Deaths Due to “Pace That Kills.” 

NEW YORK, Dec. 24.—That: there hag 
been a steady increase in deaths from 
heart disease In the last 20 years is 


‘}shown by statistics of the Board of 


Health just issued. The increase in 
the number of deaths from this disease 
in Manhattan and the Bronx for the 
first 11 menths of 1907 over the same 
period of 1906 was 1246, or more than 27 
per cent, 

Dr. Thomas Darlington, director of 
health, said this is due to the strain

12 days in 1907 when smoke was Visible. 
Smoke Inspector Jones says so in his 
annual report, and he ought to know. 
Isn’t that what he’s for? 

This average of one day a month, his 
report states, means “days when the air 
was heavy and bore the smoke to the 
ground in such a way as to make it 
noticeable In walking along the street.’’ 
He does not add that on some mornings 
it has kept anything else along the 
street from being ‘‘noticeable.”’ 

As holding out hope that there will 
not even be 12 smoky days next year, 
Mr. Jones tells how, since Oct. 22, he 
and his deputies have been ‘‘making 
cases’’ against owners of small heating 
plants.

John Berry, who was shot by former 
Justice of the Peace Richard B. Haugh- 
ton last July, after he had walked into 
an alley near Spring avenue and Wash- 
Richard T. 
Brownrigg, told a Post-Dispatch report- 
er Tuesday that he would ask Circuit 


Attorney Sager to issue an information 
against Brownrigg as‘an accessory to 
the crime. 

Berry is disappointed over the action 
of Mr. Sager and Judge Williams in per- 
mitting Haughton to plead guilty Mon- 
day to a charge of assault without mal- 
ice and get off with a fine of $500 and 
costs. 

Wants Decision Set Aside. 

“My attorney, Barney Schwartz, 
didn’t know a thing about the court's 
action until it was over,” said Berry, 
“and he was watching™it, too. Yet he 
tells me that what was done was per- 
fectly legal. That is, that Mr. Sager 
and Judge Williams have the power to 
do what they did.

TEN MEN LOCK THEMSELVES 
IN SALOON WHEN WOMAN 
APPEARS WITH SHOTGUN 


Constable Refuses to Arrest Mrs: 
Michael Dominic, Whose Hus- 


band Is One of the Ten. 

Ten frightened men locked themselves 
in a saloon at Birkner Station Monday 
aftéPnoon when Mrs. Mike Dominic, a 
small woman and the mocher of seven 
children, fired a shotgun at them. Mrs. 
Dominic’s husband had been frequent- 
ing Alexander Berpugmoli's saloon, op- 
posite her home, and when, at her re- 
quest, the saioon xeeper failed to or- 
cer Dominic out, she threw rocks at 
the place. 

The men taunted the little woman and 
she procured a. shotgun. Seeing the 
weapon, the ten men, including her hus- 
band, locked themselves in the salcon. 
The woman fired both barrels into the 
saloon door.

Justice Graves Dissents. 

Justice Graves’ dissenting opinion 
holds first, that the cause of action 
originated in Jackson County and that 
the statute of action be construed so as 
to require the plaintiffs in libel suits, 
Suing a corporate defendant, to insti- 
tute the suit in the county where first 
publication is made. 

The Judge said: “Again we should 
recollect that a libeler is -a_ libeler 
whether individual or corporate, and if 
the one should be followed, or dragged, 
as in this case to the uttermost edges 
of the State to receive the’ admeasured 
punishment in the way of a verdict for 
damages, so should the other. 

“There should be no distinction be- 
tween malicious libelers. What by the 
law is meted out to the one, should by 
the same token be meted out to the 
other, and this at the hands of the 
courts. What rights have the indivia- 
uals, who maliciously publish a libel, 
over un association of individuals, mas- 
qQuerading under a corporate name?’ 

Discontinuation by Law. 

The opinion says further: The law 
thus construed not only discriminates 
between publishers of libel, who are de- 
fendants, but it discriminates between 
individual plaintiffs, who sue to recovey 
damages for defamation of character. 
“his law, thus construed, heaps coals cf 
fire upon the back of a portion of our 
libel publishers, and strips the clothes 
from the back of a portion of the plain. 
tiffs in the libel suits. 

“Tt tramples underfoot not only the 
rights of the corporation defendants, but 
alike the rights of certain indtvidual 
plaintiffs. And this in the name of the 
equal protection of the law.”

THE SUNDAY LAW APOLOGY. - 

Judge Wallace of Kansas City has been moved 
to explain and defend his Sunday law crusade, 
and in so doing he reveals the spirit of a Sab- 
batarian of the strictest sect. 

It must be that he found it necessary to fortify 
his religious activities to some extent, for he 
justifies a close Sunday by the plea that it is for 
the welfare of working people and refers to many 
decisions of the courts upholding it on this 
ground. The fact that Sunday laws are invaria- 
bly sustained not as religious enactments, but as 
sanitary and police regulations has been pointed 
out in these columns. No doubt, a Sunday law 
avowedly in support of a religious contention 
would be nullified in short order. 

Yet it is probable that there is not a Sunday 
law in America which is not strictly religious 
in its inspiration and purpose, and, though Judge 
Wallace makes a brave attempt to justify himself 
on secular grounds, he returns unerringly to re- 
ligion as the basis of all such legislation in the 
following paragraph: 

But, consistent as it is with the needs and constitu- 
tion of man, the idea of one day in seven as a day 
of rest was not evolved by natural religion or human 
philosophy. It is a divine revelation. It is the pe- 
culiar feature of Christianity by which is meant the 
system of theology taught by the Old and New Testa- 
ments. Upon the two doctrines briefly stated above, 
namely, that the constitution of man requires and 
the word of God commands, one day in seven as a 
day of rest, are grounded the Sunday Statutes of the 
several states of the Union. 

If we are to be governed by the divine revela- 


tion Judge Wallace and all of his supporters are 
reprobates, for it was Saturday and not Sunday 
which was hallowed. The observance of Sun- 
day came in with the Christian dispensation, and 
that day was selected, as any other of the seven 
might have been, by the disciples of the Teacher 
who said that he was Lord of the Sabbath and 
that the Sabbath was made for man. 

Since the day divinely hallowed is not the one 
that Judge Wallace observes, his religious argu- 
ment is as wéak as his secular argument. He is in 
fact a Sabbatarian who celebrates Sunday and not 
the Sabbath, and by enforcing obsolete religious 
laws he is attempting to compel others to follow 
his example. 

Many of our fellow citizens observe Saturday as 
the Sabbath, and the statutes of Missouri, more 
liberal than our courts, recognizing their right 
to do so, specifically exempt them from the oper- 
ation of Sunday laws. It is conceivable, notwith- 
standing the fact that the idea has not occured 
to Judge Wallace, that men with other religions, 
or no religions, might wish to observe Tuesday 
or Thursday as a day of rest and recreation. 

It is true that six days of consecutive labor are 
enough, and there is a wide field for legislation 
to that end, but there are important reasons for 
the belief that Sunday laws drastically enforced, 
will not meet the case. There is always a reaction 
from’ such persecutions, when the pendulum is 
certain to swing quite as far in the other direc- 
tion. 

A great and good judge will some day deal with 
these questions frankly and in harmony with the 
American theory of government. Laws obvi- 
ously enough religious cannot forever be sus- 
tained as secular. Their religious character is 
palpable. Nothing has preserved them except the 
refusal of courts to recognize their nature and 
treat them for what they are. In fact, the courts 
have gone out of their way to find in them a pur- 
pose which they do not usually avow. 

In the complex nature of modern industry, Sun- 
day labor is often necessary and Sunday diver- 
sions are indispensable. There must be order on 
Sundays, as on other days; there must be respect 
for the rights of others on Sunday, as on other 
days; disreputable and immoral places should 
not be open on any day, but because Judge Wal- 
lace regards Sunday as holy it cannot be held 
that everybody else within his jurisdiction must 
do the same,

MINE DISASTERS. 


From the Chicago News. 
Secretary Garfield of the Federal De- 


partment of the Interior, impressed by 
the shocking fatalities continua ly re- 
ported from the mines of this country, 
has had a report prepared by compe- 
tent men to show as clearly as possible 
at this time why miners are being kill- 
ed at such an appalling rate. Joseph 
A. Holmes, one of the department's ex- 
perts, says in this report that during 
the year 1906 2061 men were killed and 
4800 men were injured in American 
mines. He asserts also that the number 
of mine accidents caused by explosions 
is steadily increasing. 

Mr. Holmes says that the increase in 
mine explosions “has been due in part 
to a lack of proper and enforceable 
mine regulations; in part te lack of re- 
“able information concerning explosives 
used in mining and conditions under 
which they can be used safely in the 
presence of gas and dust encountered 
in mines; in part to the fact tat in 
the developement of coal mining not 
only is the number of miners increas- 
ing, but many areas from which coal 
is being taken are either deeper or 
farther from the entrance, so that good 
ventilation is more difficult and dan- 
gerous accumulations of explosive gas 
more frequent.”

Finally I 
got both of his eyes closed up tight, 
and still he would open one eye by 
pushing his left up against it and then 
swing right for my jaw. I won, but 
I don’t think I ever got over the beat- 
ing he gave me. I didn’t feel right for 
a year or more.’”’ 

Whether he felt the effects of that 
fight or not, Tommy Ryan went on 
winning. I saw him fight Kid Carter 
at Fort Erie in 1902. The Kid at that 
time was a terror to middleweights and 
heavyweights alike. He was a terrific 
puncher, and often dropped his man 
with a single wallop. 

Ryan was sick during the training 
and weighed only 150 pounds on the 
night of the fight. Carter made 158 
and in training down ran on the roads 
so much that the soles of his feet were 
raw. When he took his shoes off after 
the fight and stepped around hig dress- 
ing room he left bloody tracks. He 
surely was game. , 

Ryan began that fight by deliberately 
blocking all .of Carter’s punches and 
waiting for a chance. After the first 
round the mixing was hot, but Ryan’s 
judgment of distance was so nice that 
he avoided the Kid's. best-meant blows 
without going away from him. In the 
sixth Tommy feinted Carter out and 


dropped him with a crushing right. 
The game Kid rose, only to go down 
again and again.as Ryan swiftly put 
in the finishing punches in a business- 


like way.

ASSOCIATION SEEMS BOUND 
TO START BASEBALL WAR 


Joe Cantillon Declares Minors Are 
Planning to Break Away From 


Organized Game. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

CHICAGO, Dec. 24.—Joe Cantillon, 
manager of the Washington Club of the 
American League, and half owner of 
the Minneapolis Club of the American 
Association, now declares that the lat- 
ter body seems likely to go to war 
against organized baseball, even though 
balked in the scheme of putting a ball 
club in Chicago. Cantillon says the 
grievances of the Association against 
the National Association are of such 
magnitude that it will probably break 
away from organized baseball, anyway. 
Cantillon says: 

“The Association is tired of being 
bossed by little towns like Oshkosh and 
Rattle Creek, which, with their dinky 
leagues, have as much to say in run- 
ning affairs as big cities like Columbus 
and Indianapolis, where thousands of 
dellars are invested in baseball fran- 
chises, with scarcely any protection. 
The small fry in.the minor leagues out- 
number the more {mportant bodies, of 
course, and by- mere numbers control 
the whole. situation. In matters of 
drafting players, for instance, the little 
leagues can dictate what we shall do 
or shall not do. They dominate the 
National Association of Minor Leagues 
and it is that body which the American 
Association wants to cut away from. 
And they will do it soon. 

“The club owners of the American 
Association want to get out of the as- 
sociation without actually starting a 
baseball war. Conditions have got so 
tangled that sooner or later they will 
have to get out to protect themselves, 
even at the cost of a war.

VOLCANO BOILS OCEAN FOR 
HALF A MILE, COOKS FISH 


Submarine Explosion Sends a Col- 
umn of Water 150 Feet 
Into the Air. 


GALVESTON, Tex., Dec. 24.—The crew 
of the British steamship Rollesby, just 
in to this port from Buenos Ayres, re- 
ports the eruption of a submarine vol- 
cano about 600 miles west of the Cape 
Verde Islands. The phenomenon was 
witnessed between 7:30 and 8 o’clock on 
the morning of Nov. 28. 

The weather was clear and a smooth 
sea was running, when a terrific explo- 
sion was hearu and in a few seconds a 
column of water shot into the air nearly 
150 feet high. A heavy vapor or smoke 
arose above the water and for an in. 
stant hid from view the geyser, which 
appeared to be spouting hot lava or 
limestones. 

Qluckly following the explosion the 
water within a radius of a mile was 
whipped into a wild sea and within a 
radius of half a mile of the eruption it 
appeared to be boiling. 

The column of water, according to 
Capt. W. McKenzie, appeared to be 50 
feet in circumference and schools of 
dead fish were seen floating in the wa- 
ter. The Rollesby steamed under full 
speed to the North by West and the 
crew watched the disturbance for over 
an hour. Capt. McKenzie says for two 
hours detonations could be heard.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Dec, 24.—In 
an opinion holding that the Wiggins 
Ferry Co. is a railroad within the 
meaning of the law, and that the State 
has a right to tax the franchise of a 
corporation, Judge Fox of the Supreme 
Court today held that the St. Louis 
Circuit Court was incorrect in holding 
the company not responsible for taxes 
to. the amount of $4,571.97 assessed 
against it in St. Louis. 

The assessment was made by the State 
Board of Equlilization under the statute 
giving it authority to tax railroad com- 
panies. The Wiggins Ferry Co. denied 
this authority, contending that it is not 
a railroad company as it owned no roll- 
ing stock and had less than four miles 
of track. It alse contended that as it 
was an Illinois corporation, lis fran- 
chise could not be taxed if Missouri. 

Judge Fox rules against it and 
favor of the Collector of St. Louls, on 
the both propositions, reversing the 
judgment of lower court and sending 
the case back for retrial.

NEW YORK, Dec. %4.—From his cell 
in the Tombs Prison, Harry K. Thaw, al- 
most on the eve of his trial for the 
murder of Stanford White, today spread 
holiday cheer throughout the gloomy 
old pile. To every male Keeper he 
gave a box of cigare—there are 47 of 
them—and to the 15 women matrons 
he sent half a dogen fine linen hand- 

kerchiefs. 

On Christmas Day every male prisoner 
will receive three cigars from Thaw to 
smoke with his dinner and the women 
will get a box of candy each, 

The prisoners also will get a box of 
cocoa for thelr own use.

CONVICTED BROKER TO LOSE 
FIGHT BEFORE JUDGE LANDIS 


Hope of McReynolds That He 
Would Pass Christmas at 


Home Is Lost. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 2%4.—George 8. Me- 
Reynolds, a convicted broker, whose 
manipulations of warehouse receipts are 
said to have cost Chicago banks $600,000, 
was disappointed in the promise of his 
lawyers that he would spend Christmas 
at home. 

Judge Landis, to whom application 
was made for Mc.eynolds’ discharge 
on a habeas corpus, today informed the 
State’s Attorney and Assistant Attor- 
ney-General Charles 8. Mansfield he 
would not require them to answer the 
arguments of the broker’s attorneys. 
This indicates that he will deny the pe- 
tition. 

McReynolds was convicted Dec. 18, 
1906, under the statute forbidding the 
removal of grain from warehouses with- 
out the owners’ consent. He sold grain 
for which he issued certificates to the 
bank's security for large loans.
